Attired in a picturesque dress- 
ing gown and seated in a rolling 
chair which he has not yet been able 
to abandon because of the injury to 
liis leg, he essayed the part of peace- 
maker and mediator between capital 
and labor in a dispute which has al- 
ready been more'disastrous in its con- 
sequences than

similar.

}ng the end of its twenty-first week. 
Its cost to both sides engaged in the 
struggle amounts to many 
million?. 


Its effect has been felt by the people 
of all-sections. Hardships have been 
entailed upon the general public. At- 
tempts to settle the 
differences be- 


-twen mine operators and miners havs 
been made ineffectually by the civic 
federation ot which Senator Kanno. is 
the head: by Senators Quay andP'att 
and by Governor Stone, chief execu- 
tive of the state in which the mines 
are located. 
Apparently both sides 


are as far apart as ever. It was under 
these discouraging conditions that tht 
president today took r.p the work of 
harmonizing the differences. His cli- 
ents are the common people; his aim 
the public good. 


Stripped for the moment of his po-.v- 


er to command, he has entered upon 
the conference of today with the firm 
belief that, backed by overwhelming 
public opinion not as President of the 
United States, but as Theodore Roose- 
velt, the people's- representative, he 
could persuade the opposing factions 
Jo make concessions to each 
oMitr 


which will enable mining to be re- 
sumed. It is the first time that a 
President of the United States has 
ever placed himself in's'ich a position. 
The momentous interests at stak.%

THE CONFERENCE TODAY. 


Washington, Oct. 3— -The first ot tne 


members of the conference to appear 
was Commissioner of Labor Wright, 
who brought him certain details gath- 
ered during his own investigation of 
the strike. Shortly before 11 o'clock 
the other members began to arrive. 


Messrs. Baer, Truesdale, and Fow- 


ler, arrived in a carriage at exactly 11 
o'clock, 'the other three representa- 
tives of the operators also in car- 
riages, followed fhe minutes later. 


President Mitchell and his po,r:y 


reached the building at 10:53 a. m., 
having walked the short half square 
from the street car line. 


The President greeted each one of 


his visitors in his usual hearty fash- 
ion. It was "hello"' or "good mornteg, 
delighted to see you'1, followed by a 
smiling apology on account of 
his 


neglige appearance and his inability 
to rise to greet them. He proceeded 
to state that the situation in the coal 
regions had become a matter of vita! 
concern to the whole nation, and de- 
clared that h., isad brought the two 
opposing sides together 'with the pur- 
pose of seeing" whether, after a calm, 
dispassionate and careful review of 
the situation there was not some way 
of settling their differences with hon- 
or to both sides and to the benefit of 
the public. He then proceeded to de- 
scribe the situation as he saw it. He 
spoke with even more than his usual 
energy as he dwelt upon th'e disas- 
trous effects that are already 
b-^intj 


felt in the closing of mills "and fac- 
tories and the pinch of cold and star- 
vation already 
appreciable in soiue 


sections. 
He frequently referred la 


a manurcript in liis hand which had 
been carefully prepared in 
advance 


and whi:h it is said is to be ma»!e 
public after the conference. 


The President wns listened to with 


respectful interest by both miners and 
operators.

Mitchell of the United Mine Workers 
accompanied by District 
Presidents 


Thomas B. Nichols Thomas Duffy and 
John Fahey arrived via the B. & O. 

Naturally 
they declined to discuss any subject 
relating to today's conference.

three district presidents were not in- 
cluded in President Roosevelt's orig- 
inal invitation sent out Wednesday. It

Mitchell asked permisison to bring his 
associates with him. The President 
had invited six operators, whereas Mr. 
Mitchell v<as the only one on the side 
of the conflict whose presence was sol- 
icited. 


"Under the circumstanees the Presi- 


dent appreciating tae resonableness of 
Mr. Mitchell's request, wired him that 
the district presidents would be en- 
tirely welcome.

President Baer has in his possession 


the pledged resignations of these men, 
who had 
the operators' side of the

These oper- 
ators claim that Mr. Morgan's inter- 
ference through Hanna in the 1900 
strike brought the greatest disaster on 
the operators, and it was under prom- 
ise of no further mediation of this sort 
that the railroad presidents undertook 
the present strike. 


President Baer, of the Reading rail- 


way and the dean of the anthracite 
coal road presidents, is under a strain 
that is growing daily. It is telling ail 
too plainly on the nervous but ener- 
getic little man. and the wonder is 
that he has not broken down under it.

Shipp Farm—The Mere- 


land Well a Weak One—Notes of 


the Gas Fields. 


(Utica Herald.) 


The biggest well of the entire field 


was drilled in by the Logan company 
last Thursday, on the Shipp farm a 
short distance west of Homer. It reg- 
istered full five millions a day and un- 
like the big Williams well it maintain- 
ed that volume until it was tubed and 
shut oft on Saturday. Tae Williams 
well was paid for on a basis of five 
millions, but the owners assert that it 
ran down to four millions. 


An attempt was made to tube the 


Shipp monster with the usual two-iccli 
pipe, but after the packing had thrice 
been blown out three inch pipe was 
hauled there from Utica and it was 
put in and the flow was ilhut off. 


A strange circumstance is that while 


in the gas rock the 
drill suddenly 


dropped a short distance, as though it 
had reached an opening. 


That the gas field is wonderfully 


spotted may be seen from the 
fact 


that about, 75 rods 
from the Shipp 


gusher is the Robinson well which is 
hardly more than, a half million, and 
about 75 rods in another direction is 
the Simmons well, which is a1 so a 
very weak one. 


Another surprise developed in the 


gas field. The Logan company's sec- 
ond well on the Moreland lease carte 
in Monday afternoon and to the aston- 
ishment of everyone it is a poor one. 


. The highest figures quoted for it are 
"about a million," and from other par- 
ties comes the assertion that it is 
much weaker than the first Moreland 
well and that was only a million. The 
remarkable feature is that it was drill- 
ed within about 200 feet of the TJtica 
No. 2 which is a two million gusher.- 
As soon as Utica No. 2 came in as a 
grand well, the Logan staked for one 
as close to it'as they-could get, with 
the purpose of drawing as much from, 
it as possible. The result is a damper 
-to them. The same plan was adopt- 
ed toward draining Utica No. 1 though 
the nearest tae Logan could get to it 
was some 500 feet. In that case the 


" poor Moreland No. 1 was the result. 
Utica certainly was in luck in getting 
a two million well at each attempt, 
with lots of'good territory in reserve 
for 'iiture needs. 


The Everett company on Monday 


drilled in a fine well on the Thomas 
Griffith farm ,two miles southwest of 
Utica, It is good for a strong two 
millions a day.

Net a Brilliant Object but When Wei! 


Located May be Oberved With 


a Glass. 


Geneva N. Y., Oct. 3—Dr. W. R. 


Brooks. Director of Smith Observatory 
and Professor of Astronomy at Hobart 
College, has had the new comet dis- 
covered by Prof. Perrine at the Lick 
Observatory under frequent 
observa- 


tion since its discovery. 
When last 


observed it was in the lower part of 
Cassiopeia's chair and is moving west- 
erly toward the northern part of Cyg- 
nus. Dr. Brooks s£ys the comet is in- 
creasing in brightness and now about 
20 times brighter than at discovery. 
On October fi it will be about 27 times 
brighter 
lhan 
when first observed 


when it will he a few degrees north 
of the upper star in the cross of Cyg- 
n«s. The comet will not be a brilliant 
object, but may be seen with the na- 
ked eye wh^n well located and may be: 


observed with a good field glass or 
small telescope.
